In Honolulu the men will be wel­ 
comed today by pretty girls bear­ 
ing flower leis.

39, 
were 
found lying in a pool of blood Mon­ 
day. 
M iller had been released from 
the F ederal Reform atory at Chil­ 
licothe last April 5 
w here 
he 
had been serving a sentence under 
the juvenile delinquency act. Auth­ 
orities said he had been in trouble 
with the law for seven years.

said M iller, in his confession, told 
of killing his parents “ in a fit of 
anger” after his m other argued 
with him about a girl he had been 
dating.' 
Prosecutor Devine said he felt 
the argum ent over the girl was 
only p art of the motive for

slayings. 
Devine said Miller w as unclear 
as to w hether he knew his p aT~*,»t* 
were dead after he left the house. 
The patrol said M iller’s confes­ 
sion went like this: 
He pounded his m other with his 
fists following the argum ent. When 
his step-father cam e into the room, 
carrying a ham m er, M iller began 
hitting him too. Devine said Thom­ 
as dropped the ham m er when the 
blows w ere struck. 
Finally, 
“violently 
angry,” 
Miller picked up what he said 
were “instruments” and assaul­ 
ted his parents. Devine said the 
instruments were 
t h e 
t w o 
bloodstained hammers and two 
butcher knives found 
near the 
bodies. 
Next, 
Miller 
cleaned 
up 
the 
bloody garm ents he was wearing. 
A fter visiting a few places in Co­ 
lum bus, Miller said he took his 
step-father’s car, winding up in the 
state of Delaware. 
He picked up 
two 
hitchhikers 
in W ilmington, Del., and two more 
in Hagerstow n, Md., on his return 
trip to Columbus. W hat m ade him 
retu rn is still uncertain. But the

omic power m ay em erge “ as a 
m ajor, if not the m ajor, source 
of electricity in C anada.”

PORTLAND, Ore.—Sail ho, my 
lads! 
One of the world's last sailing 
ships is plying the Pacific ocean 
again, 
a 
nostalgic 
reminder of 
those hearty windjam mers which 
conquered the Seven Seas. 
She s the Nippon Maru, a four- 
masted 
Japanese training 
bark. 
The 
picturesque 
vessel 
recently 
made a single call at an American 
port, docking at Portland. 
Under full s a il,'the 25-year-old 
vessel is one of the most beautiful 
sights afloat, with the wind spread­ 
ing her canvas in the setting sun. 
It s enough to bring mist to the 
eyes of old sea dogs who once 
scrambled in the rigging and set 
their course by the stars. 
The Nippon Maru’s brief visit to 
Portland 
attracted thousands of 
sea - hungry 
land - lubbers. 
They 
swarmed over her from forecastle 
to poop deck. To the rhythm of a 
Nipponese sea chanty, barefooted 


sailors climbed to dizzy heights to 
unfurl the sails in a special drill. 
Many adults and youngsters got 
their first and probably last look 
at a wind-driven vessel. 
The sleek-lined, 310-foot clipper 
ship boasts a gross weight of 2,283 
tons, and a main m ast 149 feet 
high. 
Thirty-six 
sails 
represent 
25,727 square feet of canvaa. There 
are miles and miles of rigging. 
Unlike the w indjam m ers of old,

twin 
Twentieth Century Diesel engines 
for emergencies.

WASHINGTON (JV-An influential 
Senate group has given President 
Eisenhower a blank check in de­ 
ciding whether to support the idea 
of a United Nations’ conference 
to consider changes in its charter. 
After many hearings, this group 
—a subcommittee of the Senate I 
F o r e i g n Relations Committee, 
headed by Sen. George (D-Ga)— 1 
said Tuesday Eisenhower should 
be free to suit himself on backing 
the conference. 
Even if he did, that wouldn’t 
necessarily mean there would be j 
any charter changes. The United 
States could block any it didn’t 
like. This is the background on 
the problem: 
When the f o u n d i n g nations 
created the U. N. in 1945 they knew 
they had not established a perfect 
organization and that time and ex-1 
perience would probably show a 
need for changes. They provided 
for that in the charter itself. 
They said in Article 109 that if 
by 1955 no changes had been made, 
then this year the General Assem­ 
bly should have the question of 
charter changes 
on 
its list of 
problems to be considered at its 
meeting next month. 
The 60 nations in the Assembly 
could squint at the charter-change 
problem and forget it. Or, they 
could set up a U.N. conference 
to consider changes. They wouldn’t 
have to put the conference to work 
in 1955. They could let it start 
later. 
There c o u l d be no changes 
unless: 
I. Two thirds of the conference 
approved. 
2. Tw’o thirds of the parliaments 
of the 60 U.N. nations approved. 
3. The Big Five — the United 
States, 
Russia, 
Britain, 
France 
and Nationalist China — also ap­ 
proved. 
In short, even though two thirds 
of the U.N. 
members 
approved, 
any one of the Big Five could 
block any changes simply by its 
parliament or congress saying no. 
In the case of the United States, 
there would be no approval unless 
two thirds of the Senate gave their 
blessing. 
Any change in the charter in the 
foreseeable f u t u r e is unlikely. 
There is no world clamor for it. 


Far from it. Russia, already has 
expressed opposition to changes at 
this time. That in itself, unless the 
Russians have changed their mind, 
kills any chance of revision. 
As long ago as 1953 the Eisen­ 
hower administration, principally 
through Secretary of State Dulles, 
was on record in favor of a con­ 
ference to consider changes. But 
that, as pointed out, is a long way 
from a c t u a l l y approving any 
changes. 
And by this time the adminis­ 
tration 
may 
have 
had 
second 
thoughts on a conference. Form er 
Presidents 
Truman 
and Hoover 
last spring both said thejr thought 
there was small chance' of revi­ 
sions in the charter now. 
A fight within the U.N. itself 
on changes might not only damage 
the organization but wreck it, par­ 
ticularly if the United States and 
Russia, which have been getting 
along better lately, wound up in 
a slugging match.

stone building. Sometimes tours 
last an hour. Attendants are on 
hand to answer questions of in­ 
dividuals and small groups. 
They

in the House. 
Richard Grinstead and Charles E. 
Kinsler Jr., who direct pages dur­ 
ing the legislative session, greet 
Senate visitors.

Maher expects the 
daily average to hit that figure for 
the rest of the year without in­ 
cluding small groups in the total. 
He says they come from through­ 
out Ohio, every state and a sur­ 
prising num ber of foreign nations.

HANDICRAFTS OF SOUTHERN APPALACHIANS 
ONCE NEARLY EXTINCT, ENJOYING A BOOM 


By HENRY LESESNE

ASHEVILLE, N. C.—The handi­ 
crafts of the southern Appalach­ 
ians or highlands, once feared to 
be facing extinction, are flourish­ 
ing now aa never before. The ren­ 
aissance of the mountain people’* 
generations-old skills Is actually 
being enriched by the contributions 
of craftsmen who come from all 
over the world to study at the 
region’s crafts centers. 
Students from near and afar 
beat a path to these centers all 
through the year and during the 
summer 
and 
autumn 
countless 
tourists and vacationists follow 
the “handicrafts trail” through the 
Appalachians which often leads 
them into remote places and some­ 
times—but not often, of course— 
a rare find of some early piece of 
handicraft. 
Other visitors are content more 
or less merely to see such things 
as the mid-summer craftsmen’s 
fair of the Southern Highlands at 
Asheville, the relatively new crafts 
center of the Southern Highlands 
Handicraft guild along Che Blue 
Ridge Parkway near Blowing Rock 
or 
the 
world - famous 
Penland 
school of Handicrafts near Spruce 
Pine which is open the year round.

FOR SO MANY generations the 
self - sufficient 
mountain 
people 
were more or less cut off from the 
outside world. 
Sheep raised on 
their tiny, crude farms supplied 
not only food but wool to be carded 
and spun and dyed with plant 
dyes from the hillsides. Furniture 
and baskets were fashioned* from 
supplies at hand and native clay 
was utilized for pots and pans. 
Gradual encroachment of the 
habits and customs of the outside 
world caused grave concern lest 
these arts be lost forever, but, 
thanks to the pioneer crafts schools 
and to the development of the tour­ 
ist industry, there has been a tre­ 
mendous revival and growth in­ 
stead.

IT IS ESTIMATED the Indians 
earn better than $100,000 a sum­ 
mer by the sale of authentic Chero­ 
kee handicrafts—arts handed down 
through the generations by their 
forefathers who once had even a 
printed alphabet. There are Cher­ 
okee potters, for instance, who 
have never known the wheel or 
glazing. 
Among the Cherokees only the 
women make pottery and weave 
baskets and only the braves do the 
wood-carving. Wood-carving is de­ 
veloped to a high degree. 
One 
Cherokee, for instance, for years 
has carved 
wooden models for 
some top - security “hush - hush” 
government projects. 
Among the mountaineers prob­ 
ably the first potter was Jola 


Weaver and a few of his pieces 
made nearly 200 years ago are 
sometimes still to be found in some 
remote mountain home. Most of 
the toilowers of the potter’s craft 
came after Weaver’s day.

craftsmen’s fair, all members of 
the 
early 
Southern 
Highlands 
Handicraft guild, come from seven 
states. Easily the most important 
influence In mountain handicraft 
revival, however, has been the pio­ 
neer Penland School of Handicrafts 
Pine which is now in its 26th year. 
This famous school, where some 
60 handicrafts are taught, is a 
non-profit educational corporation 
and over the years the school 
buildings have grown literally log 
by log and stone by stone with 
the help of former students and in­ 
terested friends and patrons. 
Each year four to five hqpdred 
students come to Penland. 
They 
have enrolled from every state and 
37 foreign countries. Thus it has 
been a very Important factor in 
the international exchange of folk 
arts. 
Courses may range from 
three weeks to two years.

A FARM REVIVAL? 
FEW ER and larger farms has been the 
trend in agriculture in recent years. The 
quarter section, family operated, has all 
but disappeared in many states. Before 
the age of farm power a farm of 160 acres 
demanded the labor of every member of 
the family, and seldom provided more than 
a living. 
Machinery, especially the tractor, has 
changed the farm picture. Electricity has 
brought many living comforts. Down on 
the farm isn’t such a bad place to be to­ 
day. 
Many persons today look to the land as 
insurance against financial depressions 
and a secure haven for old age. Thousands 
of farm s are being purchased every year 
by persons now residing in cities, who en­ 
tertain the hope that some day they will 
retire to the quiet security of the country­ 
side. 
John Bird, associate editor of Better 
Farm ing, says the small farm is coming 
into its own again. When the long hours 
of toil and drudgery were removed by mo­ 
dern methods, the most serious objection 
to farm life was overcome. 
The small farm er will never get rich 
unless he strikes uranium, but in a way 
he is monarch of all he surveys. Man’s 
love for the land is universal. He left it only 
when the going got tough, the hours too 
long and the profits too small by compari­ 
son with other activities. 


STRONG MEDICINE 
ONE OF THE more radical suggestions 
for solving traffic congestion is that a curb 
m ay have to be placed on making n e w 
automobiles at some time in the future. 
Traffic congestion is now so severe that 
one state calls out the national guard to 
supplement traffic officers at times when 
most motorists are on the roads. 
Los Angeles uses helicopters to lift 
wrecked cars out of highways where they 
block heavy traffic. Some cities have built 
by-passes to keep much of the traffic out 
of town. Now they are actually contemplat­ 
ing by-passes around the by-passes. 
But to put a ceiling on the output of 
automobile manufacturing would be strong 
medicine indeed. Volume of the industry is 
a humming $10 billion a year which props 
the economy not only of itself but by con­ 
suming huge amounts of the output of the 
basic steel and oil industries. With a net 
gain of more than 3 million motor vehicles 
on the roads each year, however, the stim­ 
ulation toward broad thinking and radical 
ideas is natural. 
Until conditions get desperate, the think­ 
ing will be channeled along present lines. 
That is to build highways proportionate to 
the gain in autos. America will do that, of 
course, unless it finds itself prevented by 
some factor now tinseen.

These Days 


On a blistering, hot Sunday afternoon, I 
watched Pierre Monteux conduct the Bos­ 
ton Symphony Orchestra at Tanglewood in 
an all Brahms program. I say, watched, 
because I would not take my eyes off this 
man of 80, fresh, fluent, exciting, more 
youthful in spirit than many of the young­ 
sters who suffer from Weltschmerz in these 
days of uncertainty. That afternoon, I drop­ 
ped in to see Fritz Kreisler, 80, and his 
wife, Harriet, 85. We talked of Herbert 
Hoover, who today is 81 years old. 
Age seems to be unrelated to years 
among men and women who live full lives. 
Perhaps they are too busy to grow old. 
Herbert Hoover has spent the busiest 
year of his life during 1954-1955, heading up 
the Commission on Organization of the Ex­ 
ecutive Branch of the Government. He 
worked about 16 hours every day, seven 
days a week, read every word of each 
Task Force report, did most of the writing 
of the reports which were sent to Congress, 
attended meetings at all hours and never 
said quit. 
Shortly before the Commission went out 
of existence, I lunched with H e r b e r t 
Hoover in New York. With clarity and suc­ 
cinctness, he gave me a run-down of the 
work of his Commission and what he 
sought to accomplish and the nature of the 
conflict of ideas involved in some of his 
proposals. In these days of foggy think­ 
ing and diplomacy by press agents and le­ 
gislative confusion, it is exciting to discov­ 
er a public figure who bases his actions 
upon a philosophy of life rather than upon 
some tem porary political advantage. 
Of course, for Herbert Hoover there is 
no longer any temporary political advant­ 
age; therefore he can afford to view pub­ 
lic problems with complete objectivity. For 
at least a decade, I have heard him say 
that “ this will be the last job I undertake. 
I shall probably be dead before it is com­ 
pleted.** 
The man who is not afraid of death is 
not afraid of the consequences of life. And 
therein perhaps lies also the advantage of 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 79, who is 
proving himself the wisest statesman in 
Europe. It can mean so little to him if he 
is unpopular. What has he to lose person­ 
ally, but what has he to gain for his coun­ 
try? 
These older men can well afford to sub­ 
merge themselves for their country, be­ 
cause they have discovered by long life 
and great experince that does self not m at­ 
ter too much. What is it that one can give 
to self, or take for self at such a great 
age? What men call popularity is empty 
laudation that has lost all value. 
I presume that Toscanini, 88, listening 
to the roar of the crowd at the end of a 
concert must wonder why they are so excit­ 
ed that he has done well. What did they ex­ 
pect of him? Is the applause really signi­ 
ficant or is it that at his age the brain is 
so fresh that he can conduct Beethoven’s 
Ninth without a score before him but 
all of it in his head, every note for each 
instrument, for chorus and soloists? 
That used to be a feat for younger men; 
yet I have listened to Herbert Hoover re­ 
cite the details of America’s water-power 
with a fullness that is hard to find in doz­ 
ens of reports.

Chemical Weed-Killers 
Will Destroy Poison Ivy

THE best way to prevent poison 
ivy is to avoid the poisonous 
plants. And the best way to avoid 
them is to destroy any which 
might be growing in your vicinity. 
Poison ivy and other dangerous 
Ivy plants are all distinguished by 
a three-leaf cluster. A creeping 
and climbing plant, poison ivy 
also spreads by sending up shoots 
from its roots. 
A Handsome Plant 
A handsome plant with glossy 
green leaves and reddish stems, 
it tends to turn a beautiful scar­ 
let in early Autumn. 
But don’t let its looks fool you. 
The whole plant—leaves, branch­ 
es, stems and roots—is saturated 
with poison. Get rid of it, fast. 
Weed-Killers 
T h e re a re se v e ra l m o d ern 
chemical weed-killers which can 
do the job. You can spray the 
plant with 2, 4-D, Weed-no-more, 
Ammate, or other recommended 
killers. Most of them work equally 
well on poison oak and other 
broad leaf plants. 
On Hot Days 
For the greatest effectiveness, 
•pray the plants on hot days. The 
chemicals are especially effective 
when the leaves are fully formed. 
Of course, you’ll want to destroy 
the plants as soon as you spot 
them. So, don’t walt for them to 
become fully developed before 
launching your attack. 


If you have to clear out a lot of 
ivy, spray on the weed-killer gen­ 
erously. 
Valuable Plants 
You can protect valuable plants 
nearby by carrying a cardboard 
shield on your arm and holding 
it between the spray and the 
plant you want to save. 
If you have only a few small, 
isolated poisonous plants, wet 
them down and shake a little dry 
2 or 4-D or Ammate on each leaf. 
Within two or three days the 
treated plant will wilt. 
U n Gloves 
Then, using gloves or news­ 
paper you plan to throw away, 
dig and pull out the ivy by the 
root. It will grow back if you don’t 
get the entire root. 
Don’t try to pull out untreated 
Ivy. And don’t burn a poison ivy 
plant, carelessly. The toxic oil can 
be carried by the smoke and can 
cause severe ivy poisoning, if 
Inhaled. 
QUESTION AHD ANSWER 
C. K.: I constantly have circles 
under my eyes. What causes this? 
Answer: Circles under the eyes 
are usually caused by what is 
known as unbalancing of the 
water absorption and output, 
which has no particular signifi­ 
cance from the standpoint of 
health. However, these dark cir­ 
cles sometimes come from lack of 
rest and sleep.

A house ages constantly in small 
ways. A shingle is loosened by a 
high wind, a wood 
or 
masonry 
joint is opened to moisture by a 
sudden weather 
change, 
natural 
settling crumbles small pieces of 
foundation mortar, cracks cement 
and causes 
floor 
sills 
to 
sag. 
These and other tiny defects weak­ 
en the wear-resistance of the struc­ 
ture and help hasten its deterior­ 
ation. 
The home owner can 
main­ 
tain the full value and comfort 
of his house, and lengthen its 
life expectancy, only by regular 
inspection 
and 
prudent 
care. 
Here is a home repair guide, 
suggested by the Construction Re­ 
search Bureau, national clearing 
house for building information: 
Masonry — Regularly 
inspect 
brickwork, foundation walls, chim­ 
neys. cement floor and stone steps 
for loose, 
crumbling 
m ortar or 
cracks. Remove loose m ortar, and 
press fresh 
mortar 
firmly 
into 
place, refinishing to match exist­ 
ing joints. Calk any cracks to seal 
out moisture. 
Exterior Walls — Repair any 
cracks that have opened around 
window and 
door 
fram es 
with 
calking gun and compound. Re­ 
place crumbling or missing putty 
around glass. Refasten any loose 
siding or curled shingles. If house 
has not been painted within three 
years, repaint before too greatly 
deteriorated. 
* • • 
INTERIOR—An i n e x p e n sive 
level quickly will show if sagging 
sills and floors need rebracing. 
Check structural beams for indi­ 
cation of dry rot or term ites. If 
strip or parquet flooring is loose, 
renail thoroughly until solid and 
smooth. Then install a resilient tile 
flooring to insure floor protection 
and underfoot ease. 
Exam ine ceilings and walls for 
dampness. If 
you 
discover 
any 
dam p spot which falls to dry when 
windows are opened and cross-ven- 
tilation established, this may mean 
condensation 
has 
resulted 
from 
dampness which has gotten into 
the house through a leaking roof 
or walls. If your house is new 
call its builder, if it is 
an* old 
house, consult your contractor im­ 
mediately. 
Roof—Check 
ridges, 
valleys 
and flashings for warping, loose­ 
ness, corrosion and need of paint. 
Examine underside of roof and 
rafters from interior, if attic is 
unfinished. Look for any signs 
of rot, warp or looseness in 
roof, rafters and beams. 
Plumbing—Examine walls 
and 
ceilings near all pipes for water 
stains. If water does not drain 
freely in any pipe, it usually can 
be cleared with a strong che mi­ 
ca' made for this purpose; if not, 
it may be necessary to have a 
plumber take the pipes apart.

How To Survive An H-Bomb 
Four Homes On Yucca Flat 
Yell Part Of Vital Story 


DeMolay Gets

They stood on Yucca Flat in 
Nevada less than a mile from the 
center of an atomic blast nearly 
twice as powerful as the bomb 
that killed 70,000 Japanese in Hir­ 
oshima. 
A two-story brick house was de­ 
molished. But its basement and 
its shelters came through intact. 
^ N e x t door, a one-story frame 
ram bler was smashed into rubble. 
It had no basement haven. 
But part of this rambler house 
did stand up—the bathroom. In­ 
side were two tail-wagging, bark­ 
ing dogs, showing no immediate 
signs of injury. 
This 
bathroom 
was 
specially 
made. It had thick concrete walls, 
a 
blast door and 
window that 
recessed into the wall when not 
Heded. The blast door and win­ 
dow had been closed. 
The A-blast last May gave a test 
of this built-in shelter, which cost 


$500 when the ram bler was con­ 
structed. 
A safe haven for humans? Very 
probably, at this distance from 
that powerful an A-bomb. Or safe 
if it were in a house at a five-mile 
distance from an H-bomb 1,000 
times more powerful than the Hir- 
shima bomb. 
Atomic weapons lash out not on­ 
ly with the blast, but with heat 
and with radiation. 
The Concrete walls of the bath­ 
room shelter soaked up or stopped 
much of the X-rays. Studies will 
show whether humans would have 
been made sick by such X-rays 
even if they had survived the blast 
and the heat. The concrete stopped 
the heat waves. 
Next door to the ram bler houses 
were two other one-story houses,

Ohio Counties, 
Communities 
Match Big Ones 


Forestry Group's 
Search Intended 
For All Species 


The Ohio Forestry Association’s 
statewide 
search 
for 
unusually 
large trees has already turned up 
some mighty monarchs of the for­ 
ests. 
But, so far at least, Pickaway 
County entries have failed to at­ 
tract any of the top rank atten­ 
tion. 
Nominations e n t e r e d in this 
quest (for the biggest individual 
tree of each species) await offic­ 
ial verification and measurement, 
but 
the 
“guesstimates” 
insure 
some close competition. And there 
may be bigger yet to come. 
There is even a possibility that 
the great Rathbone Elm at Mar­ 
ietta may be supplanted as big- 
gest-of-breed. On the farm of Char­ 
les Gernert, 
Bloomville, 
Seneca 
County, an elm measures 25 feet, 
4 inches in circumference at 4M» 
feet above the ground.

EVEN IF official figures from 
Marietta surpass that, the Seneca 
elm, greater in other dimensions, 
is a healthy growing tree. An­ 
other century added to its proba­ 
ble 300 years may give it the edge. 
That is unless a Sunbury contend­ 
er, the Barcus Elm, lives up to 
its unofficial 25 feet, 6 inches. 
A box eider 20 miles from Tol­ 
edo is said to be national champ­ 
ion at 18 feet, IO inches, which 
was unknown to aspirants who en­ 
tered an 11-footer and 8-footer 
from Franklin County. 
A new record for red maples 
may be the 12 feet, 7 inches cir­ 
cumference of a tree in Solon, Cuy­ 
ahoga County, which upset a pre­ 
vious leader near Louisville, Stark 
County. A silver maple measur­ 
ing 16 feet, 3 inches near Tacoma, 
Belmont County, is also, unoffic­ 
ially, a new champion, as is a 16- 
foot white oak at Strongsville. 
A 9-foot sassafras near Oak 
Hill has 
been 
suggested, 
but 
North Madison, Lake County, al­ 
ready has one nearly four feet 
bigger. A sycamore of 22 feet, 
Walhonding, Coshocton County, 
is also thought to be a new state 
champion. 
A white ask nearly 12 feet in 
circumference is the biggest yet 
nominated, although there are un­ 
confirmed reports of an over-18 
feet monster near Berlin Heights. 
A 9 feet, 6 inches catalpa and a 
16-foot cottonwood have also been 
submitted. 
When these figures are verified, 
insuring identical measure rn e n t 
precedure, definite champions can 
be determined. Meantime big tree 
nominations can be sent to the 
Ohio Forestry Association, South­ 
ern Hotel, Columbus 15, O.

The program, announced rec­ 
ently by State Highway Safe­ 
ty Director U. C. Felty, is aimed 
at removing “from our highways 
the dangerous drivers.” 
It will also entail a massive re­ 
cord system, with a permanent 
number for every motorist, records 
of all traffic convictions, and a 
notification system

driver 30 days in advance that 
it’s time to get a new license. 
Felty’s department cannot re­ 
voke a driver’s license. But the 
department’s motor vehicle bur­ 
eau can order a driver to take a 
test when courts, police officers or 
highway patrol believe the driver 
incompetent. If you flunk the test, 
no driver’s license.
